Allowable Subject Matter 

All claims are allowed. Claims 2 f 5, 7, 10, 12, and 14 are allowed. The following 
is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons fore allowance are 
roughly similar to that proposed in the amendment. Nevertheless, the amendment is a 
bit unclear at the first paragraph of page 7. First, the amendment notes that Kobayashi 
reference has the input to the scrambler being stored in ROM and yet the amendment 
also notes that the input is NOT stored in the medium. The amendment is wrong (or at 
least inexact); ROM is a medium. What the applicant seems to have meant is that the 
Kobayashi uses a recorded medium (not writable) where the claimed invention uses a 
recording medium (writable). When this and other features (such as the identification 
information being scrambled in such particular fashion) of the claims are noted together, 
one can notice that the prior art did not teach or suggest the particular features of the 
claims.
